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FOOTING THE BILL 


R esidents are being 

urged to ask the 
Government to foot the 
bill for policing as part of 
a campaign to raise awareness of 
the impact cuts to officer numbers 
are having on the borough. 

Hackney has lost one in four 
police officers since 2010 - and 
after a 15-year downward trend - 
crime is now on the rise. 

The Council campaign, called 
Toot The Bill’, calls on the 
Government to abandon further 
planned cuts to the Metropolitan 
Police budget and increase its 
funding. It also asks residents and 


businesses to write to the Home 
Secretary to tell her about their 
own concerns and experiences of 
increasing crime and antisocial 
behaviour to demonstrate the real 
impact of cuts. 

The Metropolitan Police 
is funded predominantly by 
a Government grant. The 
service has been forced to make 
£600million in savings since 
2010, with a further £400million 
due by 2020/21, as a result of 
Government cuts. 

Officer numbers have declined 
across London, and Hackney 
has seen a cut from 770 officers 


in 2010, to 584 now. The 
loss of officers in Hackney 
comes against a backdrop of 
an increasing population - up 
by a third in 15 years - and an 
ever-growing influx of people 
each night to popular night-time 
destinations such as Shoreditch 
and Dalston. 

Each officer in the borough is 
now responsible for 469 people, 
up from 320 in 2010. 

Between 2002/03 and 2014/15, 
crime fell by 34.7 per cent in 
Hackney, equating to 13,000 
fewer victims of crime. 

The latest figures show overall 


crime in the borough was up 
by 12 per cent in 2016/17, 
with robbery and knife crime 
up by 24 per cent and 22 per 
cent respectively. 

The Council is calling on the 
Government to commit to three 
things to keep our streets safe: 

• No further cuts to the 
Metropolitan Police 

• Increase the Police Grant 

• Increase the funding that the 
Met receives from the Capital 
Cities Grant. (Currently, 
London gets £l00million 
less than it should.)

R esidents and 

business owners 
are being asked to 
have their say on 
a draft licensing policy, 
which aims to support the 
borough’s nightlife, while 
also taking into account 
concerns about the increase 
of licensed premises in 
Hackney and anti-social 
behaviour (ASB). 

By law, councils must 
have an up-to-date 
licensing policy. Hackney 
introduced one in 2005 
and it was renewed in 
2015. After two years of 
discussions with businesses 
and residents, and further 
evidence gathering, the 
updated proposals for new 
applications are aimed at 
better meeting the needs 
of both licensees and the 
local community. 

Cllr Emma Plouviez, 

Chair of the Licensing 
Committee, said: “Striking 
a balance between 
promoting Hackney’s 
vibrant nightlife and 
complaints from residents 
about noise and ASB is a 
real challenge. 

“We think that this 
draft policy is fair; it puts 
the onus on applicants to 
prove to us that they will 
act responsibly and take 
into account the rights of 
residents to a good night’s 
sleep. We will consider 
applications on their own 
merit, and will support 
licensees to do a good job, 
but will always take action 
when they don’t meet the 
high standards we expect.”

draft policy include keeping 
the existing Dalston Special 
Policy Area (SPA) and 
extending the Shoreditch 
SPA to reflect evidence that 
the growth of premises is 
having a negative impact on 
residential areas. 

The SPA policy would be 


revised so that applicants 
have to demonstrate that 
their premises will not 
add to issues of anti-social 
behaviour, public nuisance, 
crime and noise. 

Another proposal is a new 
policy for ‘off sales’ - for 
example alcohol from off 


licences - which can lead to 
anti-social behaviour and 
street drinking.

Cllr Caroline Selman, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Safety and 
Enforcement, said: “Our 
police do a fantastic job 
in Hackney, but years of 
pioneering and progressive 
partnership between the 
police, Council and other 
organisations to bring 
crime down over the past 
15 years is being put at 


risk by short-sighted cuts to 
the police, and now crime 
is going up. 

“This trend is mirrored 
London-wide, where overall 
offences are up by 4.56 per 
cent, and nationally, where 
recorded crime is up by 
13 per cent. The police 
simply do not have the 
resources they need, and 
ministers’ platitudes about 
being more efficient do 


nothing to address the 
reality or the rapidly 
growing concerns 
among our residents 
and businesses. 

“We’ve repeatedly 
warned the Government 
that they need to act now to 
stop this trend continuing.

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Architect Ewald Van Der Straeten kick-started BVDS with business partner George Bradley to build homes that could change people’s lives 


given up her job while her 
husband works long hours 
to support the family. 

Ewald and George 
set about opening out 
the ground floor of 
their home, redesigning 
furniture and adding huge 
sliding doors to make 
room for wheelchairs and 
medical equipment, and 
give Aryan easy access to 
the garden he loves. 

“His parents couldn’t 
take him into the garden 
because the whole space 
was too difficult to 
navigate. It was one of the 
most amazing moments in 
my life, seeing that boy’s 
face shatter with emotion 
when he saw the house,” 
says Ewald. 

He adds: “It’s moments 
like that, which make our 
job so worthwhile. As 
our business grows, we 
want to work with more 
charitable organisations.” 

To that end, the pair 
have recently finished 
work on the world’s 
largest purpose-designed 
music therapy centre. 

Located in Highgate, 
North London, Nordoff 
Robbins uses music to help 
adults and children with a 
range of disabilities from 
autism to dementia. 

Its work has attracted 
global praise since 1958 
but, says Ewald ‘the 19th 
century building was 
terrible, very institutional’. 

BVDS created new 
open-plan spaces, bespoke 
music therapy rooms 
and a warm, modern 
colour palate. 

Ewald says: “The 
feedback we got from the 
centre’s users made me cry. 

“It was amazing to give 
them something that was 
genuinely world-leading. 

“It was what we’d 
always set out to do 
when we started our 
company: make real, 
meaningful contributions 
to people’s lives.”

working here because our 
clients tend to be families, 
who aren’t renovating 
their home to make a 
quick profit, but to create 
the best possible space for 
real family life.” 

Perhaps the best 
example of their mission 
is a TV show that aired on 
ITV this autumn.

radically redesigned the 
home of an 11-year-old 
boy with cerebral palsy.

W HEN you’ve 
survived 
six months 
together in a 
camper van called Betsy, 
including nights when 
the temperature fell to 
minus 20, you kind of 
know you’re going to 
be able to get along in 
most conditions,” says 
Ewald Van Der Straeten, 
explaining the journey 
that brought him and his 
business partner, George 
Bradley, together. 

The pair now run 
an award-winning 
architecture practice in 
London Fields. 

Back in 2003, however, 
they were a pair of young 
architecture graduates, 
with an elderly, acid green 
Volkswagen Westfalia 
and a crazy idea about 
travelling to see some of 
Europe’s best buildings. 

Ewald says: “I was 
studying in Brussels, but 
spent a year at Liverpool 
University, which is where 
I met George. We hit it 
off, and decided to drive 
through Spain, France, 
Italy, Slovenia, Croatia...” 

The list goes on. But 
when the pair returned 
to the UK they put their 
adventures aside and 
each began to work 
for companies Ewald 
describes as ‘major, 
corporate architects’. 

They built their CVs but, 
he explains: “We got tired 
of that environment. We 
didn’t want just to make 
lots of money for people. 
We craved a more personal 
relationship with clients.” 

So in 2010, they took the 
brave decision to quit their 


jobs. Ewald moved to the 
UK in order to launch their 
business, Bradley Van Der 
Straeten [BVDS]. 

There was, however, 
one problem. He laughs: 
“Nobody wanted to hire 
a company that had never

MPROVEMENTS 
to the Cycle 
Superhighway 1 (CS1) 
in Hackney have been 
announced following a 
review of the scheme. 

Measures to reduce 
traffic around De Beauvoir 
and Wordsworth roads 
have already been installed, 
closing them off to rat¬ 
running motorists. 

But after feedback from 
residents, further action is 
planned to reduce traffic 
and improve the CS1 route 
through the borough. 

The closures in the 
Wordsworth Road area 
will be retained. (These 
proved controversial due 
to increased traffic in 
Brighton and Waif or d 
roads. But the Council felt 
the measures succeeded 
in reducing traffic and 
improving air quality and 
road safety near schools.) 

The Council is preparing 
to consult on further 
schemes to reduce through 
traffic in neighbouring 
residential streets, and 
will upgrade the current 
closures with measures 
such as physical kerb 
build outs. 

A design workshop will 
be held with residents 
to develop ideas to 
reduce conflicts between 
pedestrians and cyclists 
around Butterfield Green. 

In the De Beauvoir area, 
the junction at De Beauvoir 
and Englefield roads will 
be made permanent and 
safer by building a wider 
island, narrower junction 
mouth, and raised entry 
to help enforce the one¬ 


way operation. 

A parallel pedestrian/ 
cycle crossing will be 
installed at Englefield/ 
Culford roads and, as 
requested by residents, the 
Council will investigate 
relocating the closure in 
Culford Road. 

In the Pitfield Street area, 

Map I - Cycle Superhighway Route 1 

from Liverpool Street to Stoke Newington 


the Council is looking 
at more road closures 
to reduce traffic. Other 
actions in the area include 
reviewing parking and 
loading arrangements 
around Wilson Street, 
Worship Street and Paul 
Street and raising the zebra 
crossing by New North 


Road to slow traffic. 

In the Stamford Hill area, 
the Council is preparing 
to consult on a scheme 
to improve conditions 
for cyclists in West Bank, 
investigating options to 
improve safety around 
Dunsmure Parade and 
planning a protected 
crossing in Manor Road. 

Discussions are ongoing 
with Islington Council, but 
the aspiration remains for a 
protected cycle lane in Balls 
Pond Road between its 
junctions with Culford and 
Kingsbury roads.

News in brief 


Sort it out and boost recycling 


RESIDENTS are recycling 
more than ever. September 
saw the borough achieve 
its highest ever rate, with 
29 per cent of the waste 
collected being recycled. 

One way to ensure these 
levels continue to climb, 
is for residents to make 
sure that non-recyclable 
items don’t find their way 
into recycling bins. 

All recycling loads are 
inspected before items 
are separated at the Material 
Recycling Facility in Bow. 

If they contain too much 
non-recyclable material loads 
can be rejected. 

Materials like nappies, tissues 
and plastic film/wrap cannot be 
recycled and must go in rubbish bins. Food must go in 
separate food waste bins. Recycling must not be placed 
in black refuse bags. Anything in black bags is classed as 
rubbish and won’t be recycled. 

To stop non-recyclable material from being placed in 
the communal recycling bins, the lids of the recycling 
bins are locked. Residents can report any that have 
been broken.

SHOREDITCH Trust’s Food For Life Programme works with members of 
the community to encourage affordable healthy eating, cooking skills and 
food knowledge. 

These quick, colourful and simple mini frittatas make a fantastic after school snack, 
a filling and nutritious breakfast, or an easy lunchbox addition. Make a tray of these 
mini frittatas and store them in a closed container in the fridge for a few days. (They 
could even be frozen for later in the week.) 

The eggs provide protein needed for growth and repair. Adding in favourite vegetables 
ups the vitamin, mineral and fibre content too. Use any fresh or frozen vegetables that 
are to hand, just chop everything in to 2cm cubes. This is also a great way to use up 
those ends of vegetables that may be past their best. 

Children love helping to prepare the vegetables and beat the eggs, so if you have time, 
get youngsters to help you. We find that when children help make the food, they are 
also more likely to eat the food.

Makes 12 mini frittatas 

Ingredients 

•4 eggs 

• 75g cheese, finely grated (optional) 

• 1.5 tablespoons chopped fresh 
herbs (chives, basil, parsley 

or coriander) 

• 2 handfuls of chopped or grated 
seasonal vegetables (mushrooms, 
courgette, spinach, pepper etc) 

• A few grinds of black pepper.

Method 

• Preheat oven to 190 degrees C 

• In a bowl, beat the eggs 

• Chop or grate the vegetables finely and add to the 
eggs. Also add the herbs, pepper and cheese 

• Line a muffin tray with 12 cases. Using a teaspoon, fill 
the muffin cups to just below the edge with the beaten 
eggs and vegetable mix 

• Make sure the ingredients are evenly spread out 

• Bake until golden (about 12 minutes) 

• For lunches serve with wholemeal pita bread, carrot 
and cucumber sticks, and fresh fruit.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
